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The present application shall be recognized to be rejected on the following 
ground. It is required that the remarks, if any, be submitted within sixty 
days from the date on which the present NOTICE was mailed. 



1. The invention of the following claims of the subject application is 
identical to that recited in both the specification, claim(s) and drawing(s) of 
the international application based on a patent application which was filed 
in Japanese, claiming a priority based on an earlier application filed before 
the subject application, and was thereafter internationally published as 
defined in Article 21 PCT drawn in Washington on June 19, 1970, as 
presented at its filing date under Article 184(4)(i), and the specification, 
claim(s) and drawing(s) of the earlier application, and furthermore, the 
inventor(s) of the subject application is/are identical to the inventor(s) of 
the earlier application, and the subject application was also not filed by an 
applicant identical to that of the earlier application. The claimed 
invention thus cannot be granted a patent under Article 29 bis . (See Article 
41(3) and 184 te ' decie O 
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REMARKS 

Earlier Application 
(1) Japanese Patent Application No. 2002-238710 (WO2004-0 19621) 

Claims 1-4 are rejected for ground 1 as based on earlier application 

1. 

Earlier application 1 (see column 38, line 18 to column 40, line 14 
and Figs. 43-47 in particular) describes electronics (a mobile phone) capable 
of displaying in a 2D mode and that in a 3D mode. Furthermore, earlier 
application 1 describes that a switch DK is operated to compulsively switch 
the modes. 

Claim 1 thus recites an invention identical to that of reference 1. 
Claim 2 is also similarly discussed. 

For claim 3, earlier application 1 fails to describe that when a 
predetermined period of time elapses, displaying a 3D image is switched to 
displaying a 2D image. 

It is a well known technique, however, that displaying a 3D image 
and displaying a 2D image are switched in accordance with whether a 
predetermined period of time has elapsed or not, as described for example 
in Japanese Patent Laying-open No. 9-326977 (see paragraph 0071 in 
particular). 

It is thus no more than a small difference in specific means for 
solving a problem to modify the invention of reference 1 to replace 
switching from a 3D mode to a 2D mode via switch DK with doing so when 
a predetermined period of time elapses. 
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For claim 4, the Examiner considers that when the mobile phone of 
earlier application 1 in the 3D mode is in a state waiting for an incoming 
call or the like, some idle screen would be displayed in the 3D mode as a 
matter of course. 

2. It is recognized that, because the invention described in Claim(s) of 
SCOPE OF CLAIMS FOR PATENT of the present application is the same 
as the invention described in the following publication(s) distributed or the 
invention as made available to the public through electric 
telecommunication lines in Japan and/or foreign countries prior to the 
filing of the present application, a patent cannot be granted thereto under 
the provision of Paragraph 1 (iii) of Article 29 of the Patent Law. 

3. It is recognized that, because the invention described in Claim(s) of 
SCOPE OF CLAIMS FOR PATENT of the present application could have 
been invented readily by a person having ordinary knowledge in the field of 
the art to which the present invention pertains prior to the filing of the 
present application based on the invention as described in the following 
publication (s) distributed or the invention as made available to the public 
through electric telecommunication lines in Japan and/or foreign countries 
prior to the filing of the present application, a patent cannot be granted 
thereto under the provision of Paragraph 2 of Article 29 of the Patent Law.

Claims 1-4 are rejected for grounds 2 and 3 as based on references 1 

and 2. 
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Reference 1 (see paragraph 0022 in particular) describes electronics 
(a mobile phone) operable in response to an instruction received to 
compulsively switch a stereoscopic image and a planar image. 

Reference 2 (see paragraphs 0069*0072 and Fig. 15 in particular) 
describes electronics compulsively switching a 3D indication to a 2D 
indication when that a time set by a timer has elapsed is detected. 

Claim 1 thus recites an invention described in references 1 and 2. 
Furthermore the invention recited in claim 1 would have been readily 
achieved by those skilled in the art referring to references 1 and 2. 

For claim 2, although it is not explicitly described, the Examiner 
considers that in the invention of reference 1, the switching in response to 
an instruction received is done via some means employing a key for input 
as a matter of course. 

For claim 3, reference 2 describes a time counting means 
implemented by a timer. 

For claim 4, the Examiner considers that when the mobile phone of 
reference 1 having been switched to display a stereoscopic image is in a 
state waiting for an incoming call or the like, some idle screen would be 
displayed in a stereoscopic image as a matter of courses. 

Any grounds of rejection cannot be found at the present time in the 
inventions defined by the claims other than the claims pointed out in 
Notice of Grounds of Rejection. If any grounds of rejection are newly 
found, the grounds of rejection will be noticed.
